THE CONFERENCE FELLOWS, 1954 


The Conference each year offers a number of fellowships to 
writers recommended by publishers, agents or other sponsors.Some 
of these fellowships have been made possible by support outside 
the Conference itself, and we wish to make grateful acknowledge- 
ment of this support, past and present, from organizations and 
individuals who know our work. 


The Conference Fellows for 1954 are the following: 


Jerry Allen was born in Benton, Wisconsin, and brought vo A 
Ma wee where she attended high school and the University. After 
taking an M.A. at Columbia, she became a reporter and then e for- 
eign E cet for the Herald Tribune. In Paris rs the 
first years of the War, she became a correspondent for Reuters and 
a broadcaster for N.B.C. Having returned to this country, she con- 
tinued with radio for some time, but during the last few years has 
given it up for her own writing. Her books are: Hearth 1n the 


Snow (Wilfred Funk , 1952), and The Adventures of Mark Trairan (habia Iie. 


Brown & Co.,1954). She was nominated for her fellowship by by Cammann 
Newberry of Little, Brown. 


Eaton Davis is professionally a sculptor, working chiefly in 
carved stone and wood. He was born in New York but brougnt up in 
Connecticut. After Pomfret Gchool and Princeton, he studied sculp- 
ture et the Philadelphia academy of Art. His work hss appeared in 
exhibits for many yee rs. Five years ago he moved to Vermont to 
have immediate access to the rich varieties of marble ana granite. 
Writing is a more recent interest. He had worked in the short story 
for only about a year when his story, "Death of a King," was pub- 
lished by Harper's. He was nominated by the Harper editor, John 
Fischer. 

Whitfield Ellison was nominated for his ellowshin by Martha 
winston of + ee phon oe on the basis his 2 meet 
novel, The novel has since been sched- 
uled for Februa Toy mr. by Doubleday & Co. Mr. pilis on grew 
up in Michigan, and, after attendance at Michigan State College, 
went on the stage POR a few seasons in New York and New England. 
During his two years in the Army, serving as a moving picture 

camera man, he was assigned to cover the atomic bomb experiments 

and the air base installations near the North Pole. His interest 
in writing developed during his months in the Arctic. At present 
he has his residence in New York. 





Melvin B. Tolson, poet laureate of Liberia, had his early 
home in Missouri and Iowa. He was educated at Fiske, Lincoln and 
Columbia Universities, at which last he was a Rockefeller Fellow. 
After twenty-five years of teaching at Wiley College, in Texas, 
he went to Langston University, where he has been established for 
the last six years. His first book of poems, Rendezvous with Amer— 
ica, appeared in 1944. His "Dark Symphony," published in the 
Atlantic Monthly, won the poetry award of the American Exposition. 
In 1952 his poem "E And OB", which had appeared in Poetry, won 
the Bess Hokim Award. His most recent long poem, Libretto for the 
Republic of Liberia, published this year by Twayne Publishers, has 
won wide acclaim by distinguished critics. Mr. Tolson is an Office 
Of thes Republie of eba Denia im wie Order oF wae Hoar 0E LiwLoao Me 
was nominated by John Ciardi.
